ties were met by agents in other cities, 

The canvas for the collection of statistics 
of manufactures having been completea and 
the reports published, the advisability of 
continuing the suits instituted for the pur- 
pose of obtaining such data has been ques- 
tioned, and I have accordingly intimat to 
the Department of Justice that it would be 
entirely satisfactory to this office to abandon 
suits of this character. 

This intimation was given in response to 
an inquiry from the Attorney-General, and 
the reasons therefor were as follows: e* 3 

JL. The canvas for information bad been 
closed, and nothing could be gained dy 
prosecuting the parties refasing to furnish 
the information, even if the Gov- 
ernment should win. On the 
other hand much would be lost 
to the cause of accurate statistics for any 
future census. Proprietors would be tempted 
to give careless and even worthless answers 
that they might thus avoid vexatious suits; 
that is, they would tempted, as has oc- 
curred in some cases where they bare been 
threatened, to fill the schedules of the census 
in the easiest way possible. 

2. Should the Government lose in its suits 
against the delinquent proprietors, anotber 
class would steadily refuse in the future to 
give any information whatever, knowing 
that the Government had no power to force 
replies. 

8. But the most potent reason was thatI do 
not believe a court would decide ip favor of 
the Government, and this was based on se- 
eral reasons, the principal ones having been 
recently set forth in United States vs. J. 8. 
Mitehell, inthe District Court of the United 
States, Northern District of Ohio, Western 
Division. The defendant in this case was 
the treasurer ofthe Mitchell 4 Roland Lum- 
ber Co., a corporation organized under the 
laws of Ohio. Judge Hicks gave an elabo- 
rate opinion, considering fally the law, pass- 
ing upon its constitutionality, etc., and then 
quashed the motion. In his conclusion, Judge 
Hicks said that his suggestions relative to 
the power of Congress to compel answers to 
questions dia not apply tooficers of railroad, 
telegraph and insurance companies aad cor- 
porations of a pure character, over whose 
business methods legislative power may be 
asserted, The views of Judge Hicks fully sus- 
tain the. views I heid at the timé of my 
reply tothe Department of Justice on your 
reference of the inquiry of thé Attorney-Gen- 
eral. I further feel That in order to enable 
the Government to successfully prosecute 
the manufacturers, for instance, who refuse 
to give information tothe census taker, the 
question in form must be embodied in the 
act under which the prosecution is undertak- 
en, and not left by it to be formed by some 
officer of the Government as he may deem 
best. There must be specific inquiry author- 
ized by law, and not an inquiry instituted 
under general authority to collect informa- 
tion. For these reasons, chiefly, it seemed 
unwiseto push the suits referred to. Re-

OLNEY MAKES NO MOVE. 

The Sugar Trust representatives, with few 
exceptions, were the only manufacturers 
who refused information of the census, and 
some surprise was expressed to-day that 
proceedings to force the trust to comply with 
the law were not begun before the census 
statistics were published. No test case was 
made by Attorney-General Olney, and the 
trust by ite defance was exempted from the 
operations of the law. That portion of Mr. 
Havemeyer’s letter in which he 
declared that **there was no re- 
liable authority’’ to furnish the information 
was read with some astonishment by those 
who read the advertisement ina New York 
pa per a few weeks ago. when he furnished 
what was represented to be a reliable state- 
ment of the business of the trust. Those 
who are opposing the amended sugar 
schedule, asked the question to-day why it 
was that the trust, after refusing informa. 
tion tothe census, found it necessary to put 
out figures as to the cost of refining sugar, 
and the amount of capital in vested, and the 
number of men employed. 

What Senator Pettigrew will make of the 
communication is not Known, but it will be 
employed effectively by the opponents of the 
Sugar Trust in the Senate and inthe House. 
The report of Commissioner Wright will be 
made the basis of many attacks on the meth- 
ods of the trust.

Delegate Casey, who gave a peculiar exhi- 
bition of film flam voting at the meeting 
Friday night, was the first to come to the 
rescue of the forlorn bill. 

Inasmuch as he had submitted the majority 
report of the committee in favor of the bill 
and then with conspicuous incon- 
sistency voted against its passage, 
he concluded he had better fop back again; 
so he moved a reconsideration of the vote by 
which the bill had not passed at the last 
meeting. Alderman O’Brien was in great 
trouble all day yesterday over the complica- 
tions affairs had taken. He said he did not 
thoroughly understand the ordinance, but 
had voted against it because he thought it 
was not what the people wanted. Mr. Stone 
had promised him, he said, to visit him at 
his office in the afternoonand bring with 
him some strong arguments why the bill 
should pass.

O’BRIEN’S EXPLANATION. 


In explaining bis vote Mr. O’Brien said 
that he was opposed to the measure in. the 
first place, because he thought it would leg 
islate a good Democrat out of office, but as 
he was informed thatthe office of Milk In- 
spector had no legal existence it was time to 
look to the protection of the public. All the

MISSOURI CROP CONDITIONS. 


Oate Largely Killed and Wheat Damaged 
by the Freez — Recent Rain Bensficial. 


CoLuMBIA, Mo., April 11.—The weather in 
Missouri durtng the week ending Saturday, 
April 7, was very favorable for farm work 
but too cool, dry and windy for growing 
crops to make any material advancement. 
The rainfall wasin the form of light local 
showers, and many correspondents report 


no rain during the week, 

Farmers generally have beeh plowing for 
cornand in the central and southern coun- 
ties considerable corn bas been planted. 

The larger portion of the oat crop was 
sown in March and much of it was killed by 
the severe freezing weather of last week of 
that month, necessitating resowing. That 
which was sown’ late is not thought to be 
seriously injured but has been Kept hack by 
the cool, dry weather, In some sections 
there is lack of seed for resowing and some 
ofthe ground previously sown in oats is now 
being prepared for coro. 

Wheat was damaged toaconsiderable ex- 


suffered from the dry winds pf the past week, 
Young clover and timothy were also» serious. ; 
ly injured, and in many counties clover was 
entirely killed. Many of the potatoes that 
were. planted during March were frozen and 
have had to be replanted. Pastures are very 
backward, but grass is coming on slowly. 

In the northern portion of the State it is 
believed that fruit ig not as badly damaged 
by the recent cold weather as was at first 
supposed and the prospects are favorabie for 
a fair crop of all kinds except peaches, which 
are believed to be killed. in the central and 
southern counties the damage was much 
greater, allearly varieties being killed or 
seriously injured, 

At the close of the week all crops were bad 
ly in need of rain, but itis believed the rain 
which tell on the 8th has greatly improved 
their condition,

Armed Mob Assembled at the Youngs- 
town Works ofthe H. ©. Frick Co. 
and Attacked the Piant— The Men 
Filed for Shelter, But Were Pursued— 
They Were Later Captured and Beaten 
With Clubs. 


Uniontown, Pa., April 11.— War has begun 
again in the coke region ang the situation to- 
day is most critical. ing and raiding 
have been the programme from early morn- 
ing and deres battles were averted only by 
coneessions on the part of the companies. 

The first indication of trouble was in the 
form of an armed mod of 400 strikers, which 
assembled at 7:30 o’clock at the Youngstown 
works of the H. C. Frick Co. near here. About 
sixty coke Grawers were in the pit, when, at 
a given signal, the strikers swooped down 
upon the plant from every direction. 

The workers fied for shelter to the com- 
pany’s store, which wss guarded 
by only six, employes. The 400 
Hangarians demanded that the workmen 
be givenup. This was refused at frst, Qut 
after several attacks the workmen were 
givenup. They were treated to all sorts of 
insults and some of them beaten with clubs. 
Sherif Wilhelm was notified at once and 
started forthe scene of the trouble. The 
rioters had left forthe Leisenring, taking 
the Youngstown workers with them. The 
Sheriff gave chase with twenty deputies, 
overtook the mod and ordered them to dis- 
perse. 

The leader of the rioters answered that 
they were on the public highway, and had 
equal rights with the Sherif. 

A deputy took charge of one of the men, 
when the strikers surrounded the posse and 
forced the authorities to give up the man. 

The Sheriff’s force then fell back and the 
strikers continued to march toward Lelsen- 
ring. 

Twenty more deputies left dere to join 
Sherif Wilhelm. The strikers are all 


armed 

At Youngstown, it is said, an attempt was 
made to shut off ihe air from the mine, Which 
would have resulted in suffocation and death 
of the workers.

United Mine Workers of Ametica Take

EAST EAD SCHEME. 


Plan for Building Elevatea Tracks on 
Main Street— Rea) Estate. 


Quite awhile ago the East Side Improve- 
ment Association originated a scheme to 
have the rallroads run tracks on Main and 
Second streets with switches into the busi- 
ness establishments along the line between 
Washington avenue and Poplar street. The 
plan was advocated as one which would 
greatly benefit real estate in the East End 
and at the same time insure 


the wholesale business of 

city to that section, but it 
was temporarily abandoned. Since then Mr- 
Ben White, the originator on the plan, has 
submitted to Mr. Taussig the St. Louis 
Terminal Railway a plan for avoiding the 
tunnel and one which promises to solve some 
very difficult questions with reference 
to St. Louis terminals. The plan is at 
present being considered by the Terminal 
Railroad people and may be adopted. It 
provides for an elevated railroad down Main 
street from the Eads Bridge to Poplar street, 
and out @oplar street to Twelfth street, 
thence ito the new Union Depot. 
at Etghteenth and Market streets, 
on the surface, By this plan it 
is proposed to run all passenger trains com- 
ing over the bridge and going out from the 
depot around the tunnel and to use the tun- 
nel for freight only. The scheme also pro- 
—— to do away with the surtace track on 

*oplar street, and the consequent 
danger to pedestrians, vehicles 
and street cars by means of 
an elevated connection for thé Iron Moun- 
tain road from the south along the levee. 
The diMiculty of getting the business over 
the Merchants’ Terminal elevated tracks in- 
to Union Depotis it seems also tobe done 
away with by connecting the Merchants’ 
elevated with the proposed Poplar street 
elevated by a curve just west of Main street. 
The engineer who drew up the 
plan stated that the grade 
to get gnto the elevated portion of the road 
would Hot bea dimcult one. The only difi- 
eulty in the adoption of the plan seems to be 
that the elevated tracks will have more busi- 
ness than they can accommodate 

The cost of the proposed elevated is esti- 
mated at $1,000,000. 

The engineer claims that by his plan the 
capacity of the Eads bridge will be almost 
doubled, as the time lost by the 
train crews oh account of the tunnel 
amountsto two Sara ina month for each 
crew. In short, that in consequence of the 
tunnel, the Terminal railroad pay their 
men for thirty-two days a month, figurative- 
ly, while the men only work thirty.

DEMAGOGY IN MILK. 

The milk bill which passed the House of 
Delegates last night, having already passed 
the Council, is designed to enable a city 
dairy combine to control the milk trade of 
the city and sell anything they choose to 
call milk to unsuspecting persons. There 
is practically no safeguard against impuri- 
ties, no guarantee against adulterations 
suggested by cupidity. The bars are let 
down and the babies will have to pay for 
the folly with their sufferings if not with 
their lives. 

The duty of inspection is put upon the 
City Chemist, who has more than he can 
do now. The Board of Health and the 
health office are relieved of all responsibil- 
ity. The purpose of such a measure is pat- 
ent on its face. It is a bid forthe sup- 
port of irresponsible milk sellers by irre- 
sponsible ward politicians. That money 
was used goes without saying. Bids of 
this kind are always backed by money. 

It was a singular and unaccountable 
piece of carelessness which made it possi- 
ble for the promoters of thé bill to get it 
through the Council without serious op- 
position. It came from the Board of 
Health without any indorsement and was 
rushed through the Upper House without 
serious consideration. 

It reste now with the Mayor to say 
whether or not the bill shall become a law. 
He has already said that he will think 
twice before he signs it. Every sanitary 
and moral consideration makes against 
the measure, and we can only hope that he 
will veto it without delay. 
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A JOB FOR HILL. 
Senator Hill has ‘‘made himself solid’’ 
with the plutocratic element of both par- 
ties and is in a good position to head a 


‘conservative reaction against the forces of 


Democracy. He cannot well say again 
that he is a Democrat: after having kicked 
over the party traces and repudiated ‘‘reg- 
ularity,’’ which has hitherto been his 
supreme test of Democracy. 

This perhaps is his purpose. He knows 
that the Western people do not like him 
and won't have him. He knows it is useless 
to try to conciliate them after his many 
failures to come up to the standard of real, 
intelligent Demotracy, and he now aban- 
dons the principles of his party, as a pre- 
yliminary to a definitive alliance with his 
old enemies. 

If this is what he means to do he can 
doubtless keep himself in public life and 
gratify his vanity to the end of his term as 
a Senator. The plutocracy, sooner or 
later, must havea party of ite own, free 
from all elements of Democracy, a party 
whose one purpose shall be the defense of 
privileges already acquired and the acqui- 
sition of more. To lead such à party no 
man is better fitted than David B. Hill. 
He is not a man to arouse enthusiasm or 
stimulate patriotism. But he is master 
ofall the arts of dark lantern politics 
which must be the chief, in fact, the only 
reliance of a merely plutocratic party. 

It is n& a very lofty ambition, this, but 
it is in keeping with the Senator’s char- 
acter. Let us all hope that he will under- 
take the work and relieve the Democratic 
party of a burden which has always been 
too heavy for it to bear.

STORM IN THE EAST. 


Wind Blowing Sixty-Nine Miles an Heur 
—Heavy Snows. 


NEw York, April 11. -A storm of much se 
verity is general along the Atlantic Coast. At 
Sandy Hook the wind was blowing from the 
east early in the day at the rate of sixty-nine 
miles an hour, and snow and sleet are driy- 
ing furiously, ; . 

Warsaw reports snow to the depth of 24 to 
60 inches on the level, greatly impeding rail- 
road traffic. 

At other interior towns the snowfall, which 
still continues, has been very heavy. 


Damage About Buffalo. 


BUFFALO, N. v., April 11.—Snow has been 
falling without cessation for ‘nearly twenty- 
four hours. It is wet and heavy and now 
about ten inches deep, loading trees and 


wires as heavy a- they will hold. All com- 
munication by wire is difficult. Telegraph, 
telephone and electric light and police signa! 
wires above ground are more or less broken, 
or logged and crossed. . 

It is impossible to learn how great is the 
extent of the storm in this territory, bat 
from oe service at hand, the snow 
fallseems to be general at this end of the 
State and to extend beyond Rochester. There 
is no indication of a let up yet. The storm 
has brought employment to hundreds of men 
at clearing streets and raliroads. 


Deep Snow and High Winds. 


PHILADELPHIA, Fa., April 1l.—A snow and 
wind storm has been raging for twenty-four 
hours. Telegraph and telephone wires gen- 
erally are useless and all railroad trains are 


much delayed. 

Reports from the mountain regions state 
that snow has fallen tothe depth of about 
eixzhteen inches and all trains are badly 
delayed. 


Street Railways Blocked. 


ELMIRA, N. T., April 11.—Hight inches of 
snow has fallen here and it Is still snowing 
hard. Rallroad traffic is considerably de-

A letter from Prof. Winchell, addressed 
to Washington, states that the probable 
route of the canal is a tract of lake 
country of ten square miles, easily 
accessible and convenient for use, which 
has water ‘‘abundantiy sufficient to feed 
the canal on the divide and at all lower sta- 
tions. Of course there 18s still more water 
avallable from the larger streams.“ The 
House Committee expects to report to- mor- 
row = the bill for a survey of the proposed 
canal.

it may be said for the credit of Mr. J. R. 
Dodge, who preceded the present statis- 
ticlan—H. A. Robinson—of the Department 
of Agriculture, that never during his term of 
office was there ever known to be a ‘‘leak’’ 
in his office. There were at times close 
approximations of his crop reports 
and statistical information, but never were 

they close or continuous enough for such a 
charge to be made.

In 1890 He Turned Up in St. Louie as a 


Preached and Worked Pension Claims 
at Wyandotte and Kensas City—His 
fubsequent Life. 


WasHINeToN, D. C., April 11. -A sentence 
of twenty - eight years in the Penitentiary, 
which was imposed upon the negreo Rev.“ 
Clement W. Lewis,in the United States Court 
at Chattanooga, Tenn., last Saturday, put 
an effectual stap to one of tue most remark- 
able careers of crime in connection with pen - 
sion claims known to the Pension Bureau, It 
appears that Lewis was a slave in Louisiana 
before the war, and, if his story is to be de- 
eved, served as a drummer boy and lost 
the sight of one eye on the field of battle. 

However, a woman in New Orleans claims 
to be the widow of Olem Lewis, who 
served in the company in which Lewis claims 
to have served, and so far, neither party has 
succeeded in establishing their pensionable 
stat us. 

But little is known of the history of th‘s ro- 
markable criminal from the close of the war 
to 1690, when he turned up at St. Louis. Mo., 
asa minister ofthe gospel, From there he 
went to Wyandotte and then to Kansas City, 
preaching and working pension claims. He 
appears to have got into some trouble with his 
congregation at Kansas Vity, and he left that 
place and went to Chattanooga, Tenn. , where 
he lived until he was arrested by Special Ex- 
aminer J. F. Fitspatrick in November last. 

The Rev. Mr. Lewis was not a regular 
attorney, but worked asa sub-agent for vari- 
ous pension attorneys, selling out his term 
when de desired to do so, The testimony 
obtained during the investigation of the 
claimg filed through his instrumentality 
shows that he resorted to perjury, forgery of 
the signatures of witnesses and notaries, 
personation of claimants, personation of 
special examiners of the Bureau of Pensions, 
and the use of stock witnesses. 

As an impersonator of a special examiner, 
Lewis was both an artistic ana a financial 
success. He worea blue uniform covered 
with badges and glittering trinkets, and gave 
it out that he was appointed by ‘‘the Man-in- 
the-White-House’’ to care for soldiers’ 
widows and see that they all got their pen- 
sions. ö 

But the glory alone did not satisfy Rev. 
Lewis, as he had, both figuratively and 
physically, a single eye to his own interests. 
He would collect various sums from his 
dupes, not for bimself, he would say, 
‘*pbat to pay the expenses of sending the 
papers to Washington. 

One of the most common of Lewis’ schemes 
for swindling lis clients was predicated upon 
the stock address dodge. That is, he woul 
persuade his dupes to give théir post-office 
addresses in his care. Having thus gained 
possession'of the mall of his various clients, 
he would arrange the letters in a Dasket and 


go from house to house, demanding and 
receiving Various sums on the delivery of 
each letter. His prices were not extortion- 
ate, ranging from 40 cents to $1.64 per letter, 
cashon delivery. 

The Pensivn Bureau has been unable to as. 
certain what particular kind or sige of letter 
calied for the minimum and what for the 
maximum sum; whether he made any differ- 
ence in the price of anotification or rejec- 
tion of a claim or a voucher for the payment 
of pension.
